Prison proposal sparks worry 
for Mountain Home residents

MOUNTAIN HOME - At first. Ken 
Ogden was “100 percent” against build- 
ing a private prison in Mountain Home, 
where the former nghter pilot spends his 
redrement hunting ^ulcars ^d fishing. 

Now, Ogden fei^ like many residents. 
He believes Houston-based Cornell 
Corrections Inc. is going to bring its 
prison one wny or another to his small 
(own, dominated for years by the U.S. 
military. 

“I don't sec any great reason to have it 
and 1 don’t sec any great reason to sup- 
port it,” Ogden sai4 “And I have a hun^ 
it will come.” 

Call it a new ambivalence. Some resi- 
dents, who once associated the thought of 
a prison with images of prisoner escapes 
and barbed-wire compounds, arc more 
resigned to the idea these days.

Teen-ager seeks millions, claiming neglect by Idaho

BOISE -A fanner Twin Falls iccn-agcr 
claims she suffered years of sexual and 
physical abuse because state casework- 
ers and the courts failed to protect her. 

The claimant, now 18 and living' in 
Pocatello, wants SlO million from the 
Idaho Department of Health and 
Wclfore, from seven caseworkers in 
Pocatello and Twin Falls and from 
Magistrate Judge Michael Redman of 
Twin Falls.

While the claimant and her family 
memben are idcniincd in the tort claim, 
filed with the Secretary of State’s office 
in Boise, it is The Tima-ffat>s! policy to 


protect the anonymity of sexual abuse 
victims. 

Kris hb'cholk with the state Bureau of 
Risk Management in Boise says the 
office is investigating the claim. The 
bureau reviews claims against the state 
ID dctcnninc if there is any liability. 

This case contains more than 100 docu- 
ments.

Compounding 
the difficulties are stories about 
escapes and poor treatment of 
inmates.

Oregon sex offenders escaped fmm 
a private Houston prison, not nin 
by Cornell, and went on a crime 
sproc befare lieing arrested. 

Earlier this month, 100 Idaho 
inmaic.s incarcerated at Uasilc 
Detention Center, u private prison 
in Louisiana, were returned to 
Idaho after an escape involving five 
inmates, including two convicted 
murderers and a convicted rapist.

Cornell's executive chief officer,

Cornell is negotiating for inmate 
contracts with other states, though 
none have yet come through and 
the company isn't certain when the 
prison will be built, Cornell said.

"1 just don’t want anything that 
brings a negative influence into iItc 
community,” said Albert Clement, 
a retired air traffic controller at 
Mountain Home Air Force Base. 

"They cannot guarantee there 
will norbe a jailbrcok or escape,” 
Clement said, adding the prison 
will be built far across town from 
where any of the City Council 
members live- 

Still, Clement acknowledges .in 
upside. ”1 don’t think it will nega- 
tively impact the town, I don’t 
think it will change anything, it 
might help us," Clement said. "If it 
creates dial many jobs, that is good 
for our community."

Idaho suit may differ from key ’80s case 


Court ruled in favor of Wisconsin county, butTF teen may present other legal issues

TWIN HALLS - Accusations that social 
ivorkcrs failed to save children from abuse 
arc nothing new. 

One of the most famous or infamous cases 
involved Joshua DeShsney of Winnebago 
County, Wis., in the 1980s. ' 

At age 4, Joshua was beaten so savagely by 
his father he was left paralyzed and pro- 
. foundly retarded. In a lawsuit, the state's 
sodal services department was blamed for 
failing to rcrtiovc the child from his father’s 
custody despite almost, two years of regular 
repons of abuse, hospitalizations and obscr- ■ 
vadons by cose workers. 

But in 1989, the U.S. Supreme Court 
abulved die county of constitution^ respon- 
sibility for Joshua. Writing for the majority, 
Justice William Rehnquisi said the state may 
have been aware of the dangers facing the 
boy, but “it played no part in their (rcation. 


nor did it do anything to render (Joshua) any 
more vulnerable to them.” 

The DeShaney ruling dealt with constitu- 
tional rights. A claim filed by a fonner Twin 
•EWls resident accuses the Idaho Deparmuau 
oPHcalth and Welfare of failing its duties, 
said Roscanne Hardin, administrator of fami- 
ly and community services for the depart- 
ment in Boise. So different legal issues may 
be involved, she said. 

The claimant in the Idalio tort claim seeks 
$10 million, saying the state failed to protect 
her from an abusive home environment, 
despite several complaints. 

Hardin ivusn't familiar with other lawsuits 
making similar accusations, but complaints 
that caseworkers do loo litdc or too much arc 
common. 

In the 1980s, caseworkers and law enforce- 
ment used to decide whether children should 
be removed from homes. That has (diongcd. 
Caseworkers are pan of a team evaluating a 
case, Hardin said. That team include includes 


tlie prosOTtor, law enforcement, school and 
medical representatives. 

The deparunent does not remove children 
from homes if there is suspected abuse, or 
danger. Instead, caseworkers make recom- 
mendations to law enforcement and the 
court^ which have die authority, says. In 
1995 in Idaho, 1,036 children were removed 
from homes. 

State laws My the department must try to 
reunite families tom apart by abuse accusa- 
tions, in an attempt to preserve the relation- 
ship between the child and birth parents. 

“And that even children who have been 
neglected and abused typically want to be 
returned,” Hardin said. 

In the last budget year, the department 
received 12,001 calls about child abuse. The 
rule of dmmb is 20 lo 30 percent usually nim 
up abuse.

neglect because of their natural mother's 
financial and emotional problems. She says 
the department later removed the children 
from the liomc and placed them in protective 
custody. 

The claimant said she and a sister were 
often sexually abused by male fainily mem- 
bers, while another sister was sexually 
abused by her father. Despite the allegations, 
the children were turned over to the father's 
custody in 1985, she said. 

Redman ruled the children would be better * 
off there tlion in a foster home, the teen-ager 
claims. 

The claimant's father was acquitted of 
child molestadon.charges in 1984. 

In her claim, die teen-ager describes years 
of neglect and beatings by her father and 
stepmother. She claims some of the children 
were locked in their rooms without food for 
up to five days, and lodes were placed on the 
refrigerator door and cabinets so thcchildi^ 
couldn’t steal food. Somcjibusc occurred 
while the department had retained protcc- • 
live supervision over the children, the 
daunont said. 

One child was removed from the home 


after physical abuse, she added 

She was sent to foster homes at times, but 
was returned to her father despite expressing 
fear. She went to live with her older sister in 
Focattdlo when she was 14. 

The claimant says she experienced chronic 
depression, criminal behavior and emotional 
withdrawal In 1993, a psycliologist found she 
suffered from possible post-traumatic stress 
and multiple personality disorders from 
years of severe abuse and neglect, she claims. 

She also says she continues to suffer from 
violent mood swings, sleeping disorders, fear 
of being alone with men, ond gynecological 
problems. 

Joyce McRobcrts, state Health and 
Welfare Department regional director in 
Twin Foils, soys she didn't know enough 
about the claim to commenL Her office has 
been gathering information.for the Bureau of 
Risk Management's investigation, she said. 

Redman saicT he wos aware of the'daim, 
but couldn’t comment because it involves 


diiid-protcctivc matters, dosed to public dis- 
cussion under state law. 


The father denies her allegations. 

“The point is she’s lying, that I can prove,” 
he said last week. “It's the same darn 


garbage. ... Tve been dealing with this sinre 
1984. Tm getting sick and tired of it. I deserve 
to be left alone, to have it buried, to have It 
over.” . • 

The daimant’s father also blamed Healtii 
and Wdfarc caseworkers for malting the situ- 
ation worse. 

“I’m not saying I was an ideal father.- 1 
made some big mistokes," he said. “(But) 
Health and Welfare created her, now let 
them deal with her. They knew better than I 
did.” 

He says his daughter ttimcd 18 in Mar^ 
and may hove Hied the daim to get ntoRiiy 
from the state. He also suspects the abu^c 
oBcgations, restated in the daim, stem froin:a 
"bitter divorce" with his first wife. 

But he also said he was .surprised by the 
daim. He said his daughter had invited him 
to hcrgniduacion, ond he believed they had 
put aside past differences. )

snow. The moose that Ernest 
Erick hung out back is fnnen stiff, 
"^e sled dogs stand silent, a still 
life of frosty fur and reproachful 
blue eyes, except for the breath 
douc^g around their heads. 

This is a Currier and Ives of the 
Alaskan bush, as padhe a scene as 
you’re likely to find in the north- 
ern outback — and an unlikely 
backdrop for a revolution that 
may transform the political land- 
.scape of rural Alaska. 

It all staned when the rcdonol 
education distlia dedded to biiUd 
a school addition for the 225 
Ncets’aii Gwich’in Indians of 
Vcnctic. The village was happy 
enough to liavc a new school but 
tvondcred why the building con- 
tractor should have free use of 
limited roads, water and waste 
disposal facilities. 

The tribal coundl presented the 
contraaor tvith a 5161,000 bill — 
n 5 percent business activities rax 
of tltc kind that miglit Iw assessed 
bv a dty government. Except that 
Venotie isn’t a dty, and Alaskan 
natives, unlike those dsetvhcrc in 
the nation, don’t have reservation 
lands from which they can levy 
taxes of their otMi. 

The statu challenged the tax 
bill, and the 9th U5. Ciraiit Court 
of Appeals last year issued an 
astounding reply: Venetie, the 
court said, was “Indian country" 
and theoretically could issue 
whatever taxes, land use regula- 
tions, environmental restrictions 
and sodal welfare laws it wanted. 
The case, which is .scheduled to 
• go before the U.S. Stipreme Court 
on Dec. 10, opens the possibility 
that Indian country could nngc 
over 22G native dllagcs in iMaslo, 

, potentially doubling the area in 
'the nation that tril>cs claim as sov- 
ereign territoiy. 

“The prospect of 100 or more 
communities viewing theraselves as 
sovereign enclaves beyond the 
reach of state a'gulatoiy power Ls a 
shocking ... kind of experience,’’ 
said Alaska Attorney General Unicc 
M BotcUio. “Half tlic trilxs in die 
entire United States today arc in 
Alaska. In this dedsion, one may be 
talking about adding anyvherc 
between 20 and -14 million atns to 
Indian country in this natioa” 

The decision, he said, could 
leave the state with full jurisdic- 
tion over less than 3 percent of the 
privately held land. Al»ut 10 per- 
cent of Alaska is in private liands. 
The federal government owns 
more than 65 percent of the 
state’s 589,757 square miles and 
the state owns most of the rest.

PHILADELPHIA (AP) — 
Hundreds of thousands of h lerk 
women, undaunted fcy light rain, 
walk^ throu^ the dty in the 
Million Woman March on 
Saturday to show solidarity and 
draw attention to issues they say 
are ignored by some mainstream 
women’s groups. 

“Oh my gosh. So many. So 
many,” JoAnne Royster of 
Arlington, Va., said in a hushed 
tone as she looked out at the 
crowd of block women 

By train, car, plane and hun- 
dreds of buses, black women 
answered the call of grass-roots 
organizers and converged on the 
dty for the march that ended at 
the Philadelphia Museum of 
I . Art. 

Organizers estimated 2.1 mil- 
lion people filled a milelong 
avenue in early afternoon. 
Estimates made by police officers 
ranged hrom 300,000 to 1 million. 

“We are no longer going to be 
the tail of the lion. We’re going to 
be the head. Wc were called 
here hy God,* said Tynetta 
Muhammad, wife of Nation of 
Islam founder Elijah 
Muhammad. 

Khadijah Farrakhan, wife of 
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Nation of Islam leader Louis 
Farrakhan, told the crowd the 
gathering was inspired by her 
husband's Million Mon Maidi in 
Washington, D.C, two years ago. 
The march also echoed back to 
the Promise Keepers' Oct 4 rally 
in Washington. 

“A Mtion can rise no higher 
than its women. We focus on 
women but cannot lose sight that 
we must rise as a family. Men, 
women and children," she sai± 

The mgrch provided a forum 
for issues that many blaclu feel 
some women’s groups do not 
focus oq. Among them were 
human rights abuses against 
blacks, the start of independent 
black schools and a demand for 
an investigation into allegations 
of CIA involvement in the crack 
trade in black neighboriioods. 

“1 feel like I belong to a pow-cr- 
ful bloc," said Roxanne Browne, 
34. of Boston. 

Tanya Heard, 26, of Chicago 
said, “Fra gating a warm fr xOing 
seeing all these sisters." 

The National Organization of 
Women’s president said last 
week there arc similarities 
between the marchers' agenda 
and that of hcr^up. 


“Wc arc all talking about 
women’s health, education and 
violence in homes," Patricia 
Ireland said. “On our national 
agenda, the issue of women in 
prisons may not be as visible as 
the reproductive health issue, but 
it’s not being ignored.” 

On Saturday, march founder 
PhOe Chioncsu stressed the ongo- 
ing community involiemem and 
cooperation she wanted the 
marriuo initiate. 

“This is a new day. Prepare 
yourselves. Wc arc taking back 
our neighborhoods," said .Ms. 
Chioncsu, a community activist 
whose insistence on a grass-roots 
approach to organizing the march 


prompted controversj'. 

Organizers avoided usual chan- 
nels for publicizing major events, 
such as couning the mainstream 
media and soliciting corporate 
donations. Instead, they relied 
upon word of mouth, the Internet 
and the black media. 

For Margie Armstrong, a custi>- 
dian at the University of 
Michigan, a feeling of solidarity 
developed even before she 
reached Philadelphia. Arm.strong 
became mired in a traffic jam on- 
the Pennsylvania Turnpike amitl 
cars filled trith black women. 

“Evco’one was saying. *Hi. siv 
ter,"’ said Armstrong, 53. "It was 
great."

Breast cancer 
exam rules 
unveiled 


WASHINGTON — President 
Qinton Saturday unveiled final 
regulations that require breast* 
cancer detection clinics to use up- 
to-date manunogram machinery, 
improra the training of theur per- 
sonnel and keep proper records. 

The president and first lady 
Hillary Rcxlhom Clinton used his 
, Saturday radio address to urge 
H-omcn to seek the cancer screen- 
ing tests because, in his word^ 
“marnmograms arc available, 

effecti ve and sa fe." 

In the post, some doaors have 
questioned mammography’s utili- 
ty for rvomen under 40, saying the 
X-ray equipment used was often 
so imprcc^ and the techiuciaRs’ 
knowledge so spotty, that tests 
frequently yielded fal»! positives 
for women who had not reached 
menopause. 

Last January, a panel of the 
National Cancer Institute con- 
duded the medical evidence was 
in such conflin that each woman 
in heu* 40s "should dedde for her- 
self” whether to seek the test. 
The report caused a firestorm of 
criticism from Congress and 
many medical groups, and soon 
another NCI panel said women in 
their forties ^ould seek the tests 
“every one to two years.” 

. Doctors are unanimous in say- 
ing women over 65 should have 
mammograms. Each year breast 
cancer kills 44,000 American 
women, and 180,000 new cases 
arc found. But 93 percent of 
breast cancer cases arc succcss- 
fully created if caught early. 

Confess passed a law in 1992 
requiring federal certificadon for 
^uipment and personnel pofotm- 
ing mommogiams. Temporary reg- 
ulations have enforced that law for 
more than a year, but the rules' 
announced by Clinton ^turday 
t^ten' those regulations by csta^ 
lishing Food and Drug 
Adminisiiadon inspccdon sched- 
ules and uaining rcquiFcmcms for 
the x-iay tcchnidans and readers. 

In 1995, more than onc-third of 
mammography fadlidcs seeking 
accreditation foiled on their Hrst 
attempt, federal officials said. 

: “When women do go for a 
mammogram, wc must tnake sure 
they receive the highest quality 
care,” Clinton said. “High-quality 
mammograms can detect the vast 
majority of breast tumors, and 
when followed by prompt treat- 
ment con reduce the ri^ of death 
by as much os30 pcrccnL" 

Hillary Clinton, who has fre- 
quently spoken out on the need for 
regular mammograms, praised a 
federal program that sodcs to per- 
suade older Hispanic and African 
American women to have the tests

“The bottom line was, there’s 
not much left other than when he 
was in the air he dedded to t 7<ke 
it in,” said the officer. He said the 
conclusion, reached by process of 
elimination, has been formally 
accepted, “but reluctantly," by , 
Gen. Richard Hawley, conunand 
of Air Combat Command. 

The Air Force plans to release 
the aeddent investigation report 
Monday. 

Because of the absence of any 


definitive evidence of why the 
warplane crashed, the family of 
pilot, CapL Craig Button, also 
is rciuctani to accept a condusion 
of suidde, the Air Force officer 
said. 

Button's plane, which carried 
four unarmed SOO-pound bombs, 
had broken formation during a 
training mission with two other 
planes on April 2. For three hours 
he flew on erradc SOO-mile course 
that ended when he a^ed into 
a craggy rock face on 13,000-fool 
Gold Dust Peak near Ea^c, Colo. 
The jet was traveling at an esti- 
mated 300 CO 400 mph when it 
crashed about 100 feet front the 
top of the peak. 

The wreckage was found aftcr 
an 18-day search, but severe 
weather at the time prevented . 
the Air Force from doing little 
more chan canTirming from frag- 
mentary remains that Button had 
perished. 

The four bombs have, yet to be 


found. The senior Air Force offi- 
cer said Saturday that searchers 
will continue looking along the 
route, which began from Button's 
home base at Davis-Monthan yUr 
Force Base near Tucson, Aiii. 

Button’s plane did not carry a 
cockpit voice recorder or flight 
data recorder like those used in 
civilian plane! 

The pilot’s father, Richard 
Button, declined to comment 
Friday when TV networks first 
reported the Air Force’s conclusioa 

“Ever since this happened, the 
media has treated us very poorly 
and me and my wife took a 
pledge that would never com- 
ment," lie said during a brief tele- 
phone conversation from his 
home on New York’s Long Island. 

Button had been an Air Force 
pilot for five years. He IcTt no sui- 
dde note, and background inves- 
tigations produced no indication 
of why he might deliberately 
crash the plane.

sitcom. Now five years later, when 
“Mu^hy Brown’s" depiction of 
illegitimacy has been one-upped 
by “Ellen’s” homosexuality, the 
former vice president was here in 
the Deep South still touting old* 
fashioned altemadves to popular 
culture.

“If the communists destroyed 
the Cossacks, then this president 
IS bringing them back to life," 
says Sergei Donisov, a Cossack 
vdio serves as deputy chief of the. 
president's commission on 
Cossadt forces. 

The fearsome Cossack is a 
Russian archetype — a large, 
mustachioed man in a lambskin 
Mt asnide a raging stallion, cut- 
ung down enemies of the mother- 
land with a flashing sword. 

Descended from nomads, 
escaped serfs and fugitives, the 
Cossacks call themselves a “vol- 
nyi" people — free, indcpcndcni, 
willful 

For centuries they carved out a 
special way of life on Russia’s 
untamed borderlands. In return 
for a commitment to military ser- 
vice, the wars granted the 
Cossacks a large degree of auton- 
omy. 

It was a good deal for the 
horsemen, and they fiercely 
defended their privileges. When 
the Bolshevik Revolution struck, 
Cossacks formed one of the main 
anti'BoIshcvik armies. After the 


war, the communists set out to 
exterminate them. Along the 
Don, as many os 70 percent were 
Idlled.- 

Two decades later, during 
World War n, anti-Soviet feeling 
was still so high that many 
Cossacks took pan in a shon- 
lived Nazi effort to establish a 
Cossack state in occupied south- 
ern Russia. 

This August, Fetisov and his 
“stanitsa," or v^ge, consecrated 
the region’s first ami-BoUbevik 
monument: a hilltop «T»-wwi.il to 
a husband and wife who peridved 
trying to save Gundarovskaya 
from the Red Army. 

“We’re kind of like your 
Indians," Fetisov tells an 
American.

Troops seal Sri 
Lankan capital,

COLOMBO, Sri Lanka- (AP) — 
Security forces scaled the capital 
and swarmed through its streets 
and buildings Saturday, detain- 
ing 965 minority Tamils in the 
biggest sweep in Colombo since 
the start of Sri Lanka's civil war 
14 years ago.

His libertarian conser- 
vatism prompted him to challenge the in- 
cuml>ent, Pete Wilson, in the 1994 Re- 
publican gubernatoritd primary.

Among the many who disagree is 
the honorary chairman of Unz’s “Engli^ 
for the Children” campaign, Jaime Es- 
calante, the teacher whose success in 
leaching advanced calculus to high 
school students in an East Los Angeles 
barrio was the subject of the movie 
“Stand and Deliver." 

Lyons’ theory, aldiough eccentric, 
serves as a rationalization for assuming 
that it takes at least five to seven years 
for children of limited proficiency in En- 
glish to acquire proficiency. Twenty- 
three percent of California’s pupils - 1.3 • 
million children - are classified as limit- 
ed. Most parents whose children are as- 
signed to bilingual education and are of- 
ten tauglit for all but 30 minutes a day in 
a language other than En^ish believe 
their children arc being shunted onto a 
slow academic track. 

Compulsory bilingual education is not 
simply another cose of compassion that 
cripples - of misguided government solic- 
itousness that weakens the sodal compc* 
tence of the intended bcncfidarics. Pre- 
cious little real compassion enters into 
this for government money. TTiis is a 
matter of perverse incentives: School dis- 
tricts get extra jobs and government pay- 
ments totaling more than S320 million 


for bilingual education. 

One argument sgainst a welcoming im- 
mi gra tion p olicy is this: that_sudi.a PoUcy_ 
was fine a century ago, but is incompad- 
blc with today’s welfare state, which acts 
as a magnet for persons immigradng in 
search of comfonablc dependency. A 
second argument is that in the 1990s, un- 
like in the 1890s, it significant ponion of 
the American intelligentsia docs not 
mucli like America. Tliis portion’s am- 
bivalence about America is expressed in 
the ideology of muldculturalism. It is the 
doctrine that a common culture is “op- 
pressive,” and that Americans should be 
disaggregated into groups, cachculrivat- 
ing its cultural disdnctivcncss, resisting 
assimilation in the name of “diversity.” 

The weakness of the first argument is 
that there is scant evidence of a “magnet 
effect” of the welfare state. The vast ma- 
jority of immigrants arc motivated by a 
desire to participate in, not be porasidc 
off of, the American economy. And they 
believe that the sooner their children 
leamXngiish, the better the children will 
be at participadng. Regarding the second 
argument, the support of Latinos for 
Unz’s initiative is a powerful refutation 
of the fear that immigrants accept die 
“diversity” argument by which anti- 
American Americans advance tlieir agen- 
da of Balkanizadon. 

America has long been, -in the words of 
the Hispanic-American tvriter Richard 
Rodriguez, “a marinade of sounds." But 
as Rodriguez wrote in “Hunger of Memo- 
ry,” his brilliant meditadon on language 
and the immigrant experience, those who 
are not proficient in English risk “being 
lured into a linguistic nursery.” Next 
June Californians can empower parenu 
to rescue their diildrcn from confine- 
ment in that nursery.

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Mother of toddlers killed by 
train offers theory on probe 


UPLAND, Calif. — Jackie 
Robles, freed frpm jail and able 
to finally speak about the death 
of her two children, who were 
struck Tuesday by a Mctrolink 
• train, disclosed Friday one possi- 
ble reason authorities are pursu- 
ing a child endangorniem in\esti- 
gallon: the presence of a 20-year- 
old man in her apartment when 
the toddlers wandered off. 

Robles, 21, speaking to 
reponers after a Juvenile Court 
hearing on regaining custody of 
her 2-month-old son, acknowl- 
^ged that “a friend” ivas in the 
house Tuesday morning with her. 

“But he tvas asleep,” she said. 
“He didn'eknotv annhing aiwut 
it.” 

Jeff Karris, 20, who lives with 
his family in another unit of the 
small apartment complex, said 
later that he had “crashed” on 
the floor of Robles’ apartment 
and was asleep before the two 
young half-sisters were fed break- 
fast and until after the discovery 
that they had been struck by the 
train. 

Harris would not indicate how 
long he had been in Robles’ 
apartment. ^ 

Robles later elaborated on her 
relationship with Harris. “He's 


just a buddy, just a friend,” she 
said. “We all Imow each other (in 
this complex)." 

Chaim Magnum, Robles’ attor- 
ney, said of Harris’ presence in 
the apartment, “There’s absolute- 
ly no romantic relationship 
between them. They just talk 
once in a while. It has nothing to 
do with romance, whatsoever.” 

The more critical issue, he said, 
was the apartment’s dead-bolt, 
which can fail to properiy engage. 
Given the comings and goings in 
the apartment, Robles may have 
believed the dead bolt was secure 
when, in fact, it was not. Magnum 
said 

Robles was arrested Tuesday 
on suspicion of felony child 


endangerment, but the San 
Bernardino County district attor- 
ney’s office said Thursday it 
would not decide whether to 
press charges until more inves- 
tigative work is completed. 

Thursday night, Robles was 
rciciued after spending nvo days 
in a county jail, and then visited 
the tracks where the girls were 
struck. “My babies! My babies! 
Oh, my babies!” she sobbed, plac- 
ing two red roses at a track-side 
shrine that already contained 
stuffed toys, candles and other 
memorials. 

Robles spoke publicly for the 


first time Friday — first, after the 
custody hearing and later, as she 
was leaving her apartment to 
plan funeral arrangements for 
her two daughters, 3-year-oId 
Alexes Robles and 22-month-old 
DczlrccSoio. 

Tlie girls’ funeral is tentatively 
planned for Wednesday. 

In Juvenile Coun, Robles was 
granted permission to visit her 
infant son pending a final custt^y 
decision. 

Fernando Soto, the father of 
the younger girl and tlie 2-month- 
old son, is himself in jail after 
having pleaded guilty to felony 
spousal abuse charges after 
os-snulting Robles in August. , 

Robles offered, for the first 
time, her own account of what 
happened on 1'uc.sday, saying the 
children were fed cer^ and that 
she then “laid back down and 
dozed off. I went into one of those 
sleeps where you don't hear any- 
thing." 

She .said .she In/d on tlie floor 
with her children, who were 
watching television, and estimat- 
ed slic fdl asleep aiwut 9:30 a.m. 

Neighbors said they saw her 
girJs'in the apartment-courtyard 
al(out 10 a.m., a(fcl were latgr 
seen walking unattended about a 
half-block down liie street toward 
the unfenced railroad tracks.

At this point, the plan is nebu- 


lous, Sass said. 

^c.ncw school could combine 
“distance learning” ihrougli inter- 
active video links among schools 
and a central site for hands-on 
training. Capitalizing on already 
establLslicd vocational programs at 
College of Southern Idalio and at 
area high schools is being strongly 
considered; that could include 
using those schools for training 
sites. Building a new, regional 
■ school is a long-term option. 

■ “It’s one of the most exciting 
things I have done in 32 years as 
an educator," Mike Glenn, tech- 
nical division dean at CSI, said 
about the project. 

The college’s involvement goes 
beyond lending its resources, 
Glenn said. CSPs community role

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Incarcerated Freemen ‘contaminate’ good criminals, judge says 


BILLINGS, Mont. (AP) 

Standing scornful and defiant, 
the defendants shout their cases. 
They are sovereign citizens, not 
subject to the court! The judges 
are unqualified! The lawyers are 
illegal! 

1 ' “To hell. with you and your 
kangarbo court!” one defendant 
bellows at his sentencing for 
dealing drugs. 

The bizarre claims are trade- 
marks of tlie Montana Freemen, 
the militant anti-government 
zealots who have been jailed 
here, awaiting trial, since their 
81-day standoff ended 16 months 
ago. 

But the claims ore now coming 
from garden-variety criminals, 
fellow inmates in the 
Yellowstone County jail. These 
non-Freemen are proving to be 
ardent students of the convolut- 
ed legal fantasies of the jail’s 
most famous residents. 

They are firing their lawyers, 
torpcaoing their own plea agree- 
menrs, writing their own legal ^ 
briefs, arguing — and losing — / 
their own cases. They are making( 
life and tvork difficult, and oftenV 
miscniblc, for those who run the 
court system. 

Chief public defender Sandy 

. Scivey calls the Freemen a 
plague. At least seven clients of . 

. his office have tried 

• ‘‘Freemanspeak" in state court; 
others have tried it in federal 
court. 

“They’re contaminating our 
good criminals,” says District 
Judge Diane Barz, who tangled 
with the Freemen as a federal 
prosecutor. 

About two dozen Freemen 
have been among the jail’s 300 
inmates since June 13, 1996, 
when they surrendered after an 
armed, 81-day standoff with FBI 
agents at their isolated farm com- 
pound in the remote outback of 
eastern Montana’s “Big Open.” 
Three minor figures have plead- 
ed guilty, but trials for the rest 
won’t begin until next spring. 

The host of federal charges 
against them include wire and 

, bank fraud and threatening the 

• life of a federal judge and other

public officials. The FBI says 
some 800 people from around the 
country attended classes at the 
rural stronghold, learning to 
issue the worthless liens and 
“warrants” that the Freemen 
claim arc legal tender. 

People in several states have 
been barged, and some convict- 
ed, of trying to use such docu- 
ments, often bearing the name of 
Freeman leader' Leroy 
Schweitzer. The Dallas Morning 
News reported that at least ISl 
people in 23 states were under 
investigation for Freeman con- 
nections. 

The Freemen’s legal “philoso- 
phy” is a jumble of odds and 
ends from the Bible, the U.S. 
Constitution, the Magna Carta 
and the Uniform Commercial 
Code, the body of federal laws 
that govern interstate financial 
transactions. 

They dress it up in pseudb- 


scholarly terms and mcaningles.s 
Latin phrases and claim, in 
essence, tlicy are latvs unto them- 
selves — and over cvciyonc else. 

“There are some real gaps in 


their education, and ... I think 
they arc darned dose to acting 
like the mentally ill," Ms. Barz 
says. 

The Freemen commonly rant, 


belch, chiillengc the federal 
judges and get banished from the 
courtroom to watch on closed-cir- 
cuit TV as appointed lawyers try 
to defend them. More conven- 
tional inmates soon started imi- 
tating them. 

Their verbose legal filings, 
often prepared by Freemen, are 
so peculiar that District Court 
Clerk Jean Thompson rejects 
many of them. 

Wifc-murdcrcr Jerry Swinney 
filed a 25-page “Demand fur Bill 
of Particulars.” Adopting the 
Freemen’s name style — Jeriy- 
period comma Swinney — it 
opens this way: 

“Jerry., Swinney, Affiant, 
hereinafter at all times rele- 
vant, Demandant, a self-real- 
ized entity, a Man upon the free 
.soil of the .several American 
independent and sovereign 
states,,,.” 

Twenty-five eye-glazing page.s 
later, this is how it closes: 
"NOTICE. This insTrTiineni 
comes under, and brings into 
rJie instant action, the cioetrines 
of res gestae, res ip.sa loqnitor, 
tacit procuration, prior knowl- 
edge, willful intent, as against 
YOU and you and your private 
characters. Further affiant 
sayeth not.” 

County Attorney Dennis 
Paxino.s, public defender Seivcy 
and the judges say the biggest 
problem the Freemen imitators 
have created is how to protect 


themselves from themselves. It 
may be a bad idea for them to act 
as their own lawyer — but it's 
their legal rigbi. 

"The judges and pro.sectiiors 
seem to be as concerned wiili 
protecting these l-reeman-type 
people as their own attorneys 
are,” says Deputy Couniy 
Attorney Joe Coble, "'niv only 
people who .seem to want to run . 
roughshod over these people's 
rights are these people them- 
selves." 

"nie real concern I have ivlr)-- 
ing to figure nm if. hidden 
among the rubble of rhetoric, 
there's any viable complaint or 
issue we really should consider." 
says District Judge G. Todd 
Baiigli. 

As fiir as the judges can recall, 
that hasn't happened yet,

Judge withdraws offer of leniency 
after tax protester criticizes her 


• SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — A 
judge has ivitlidrawn her offer of 
. leniency to a tax protester follow- 
ing his filing of court documents 
that included an attack on the 
. jurist’s integrity. 

Third District Judge Anne 
Stirba, in sentencing Rulon 
DeYoung to a prison term of up 
to 15 years last month, said she 
would recommend parole os soon 
as DeYoung filed Ae proper tax 
returns. He also was told to pay 
52,800 in back taxes. 

Now, in a minute entry made 
in DeYoung’s court file, she has 
withdrawn the offer. The judge 
noted that DeYoung’s recent fil- 
ings indicate he harbors an 
"obvious unrepentant attitude 
and frame of mind.” 

Stirba is unsure what 
DeYoung’s cryptic documents 
mean, but they appear to be 
“actions against the court,” she 
wrote. Tliey are titled “a declara- 
tion that the law docs not permit 
impossibilities,” and notices of 
fault and default. One document 
claims Stirba is in “violation of 
oath of office.” 

Stirba had drafted, but as of 
Friday had not signed, a letter to 
the Utah parole board asking 
that DeYoung be considered for 
parole when he complied with 


the tax laws. 

Now, the still-unsigned letter 
will gather dust in DeYoung’s 
criminal cose file. 

“The court will make no rec- 
ommendation of any kind to the 
Board of Pardons and Parole,” 
Stirba wrote.. 

That means it will be nine 
months before DeYoung 
appears before the parole board 
to discuss a release date.' 
Stirba’s letter could have accel- 
erated that process, especially 
since DeYoung’s family and 
friends are in the process of pay- 
ing his delinquent tax bill, 
defense attorney Robin 
Ljungberg said. 

DeYoung, 56, was convicted 
in August of six counts each of 
second-degree felony tax eva- 
sion and third-degree felony 
failure to file a proper Utah tax 
return for the years 1990 
through 1995. 

At trial, the former Granite 
School District bus driver 
claimed he had determined 
through years of research that he 
was a “non-taxpayer." He also 
said he had a “good faith belief 
he was not breal^g the law.

alarmed at what they’re seeing 
because it’s changing so quick- 
ly.” 

In the Dubois area SO miles 
east of Jackson, many people 
refer to it as “rural sprawl," a 
tongue-in-cheek euphemism for 
what many call a disease: the 
emergence of ranchcncs, said 
Budd Beets, a Wyoming state rep- 
resentative who bou^t'a ran^ 
15 years ago. 

The Greater .Yellowstone 
Ecosystem covers about 18 mil- 
lion acres in Wyoming, Montana 
and Idaho, encompassing all or 
pun of 20 counties, two national 
parks and six national forests. 

In 1990, those counties had a 
total population of about 242,0(X). 
Based on the GYC’s estimate of 
an average annual growth rate of 
12 percent, those counties now- 
are home to about 534,0(X). 

“If it were its own state, it - 
would be one of fastest-growing 
states in country on a percentage 
basis," Ekey said.

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Searching for 
a vanished camp 

Historian looks for stories of internment 


Lonely TRIP _ 


BOISE (AP) — A remote 
World War II internment camp 
in north<emral Idaho held hun* 
dreds of men of Japanese 
descent before it vanish^ leav- 
ing little more than cobwebs for 
hlstorion Priscilla Wegars to 
trace. 

It was at a Washington State 
University lecture on the 
American internment camps a 
couple of years ago that Wegars 
Grst heard about the camp. 

Someone asked about the fate 
of internees held along the 
Lochsa River near Z^ell. 

“She said, *Wc went down to 
the station in Kooskia to watch 
them come in on the train,"' 
recalls Wegars, curator of the 
Asian American Comparative 
Collection at the University of 
Idaho. 

Surprised, the private 
researcher started looking for 
any scrap of information about 
the ephemeral forest camp. 

“I wondered if I could find 
enough,” she said. “We visited 
the site. There’s nothing there. 
The buildings were tom down 
and there’s nothing to see.” 

But between May 1943 and 
May 1945, the so-c^ed enemy 
aliens were taken by rail to 
Kooskia. Although there were 
some Japanese-Americans and a 
' few citizens of Latin American 
countries, former camp guard 
Cral Boiler believes most were 
Japanese fisherman picked up 
off the West Coast. 

They were put into trucks and 
shuttled about 30 miles to the 
camp that earlier housed federal 
prisoners working on U.S. 
Highway 12. 

Fedej^ records show as many 
as 378 people, all adult men, 
were detained there for some 
time. Many were later trans- 
ferred to other camps. 

. “I've found more than I 
thought I would,” Wegars said. 

. “Maybe it's because it was not 
that long ago. But the material is 
scattered. Pm having a hard time 
finding the internees who were 
there.” 

Wegars learned the average 
age at Kooskia was 37, so many 
of the people she seeks would be 
’ elderly today. One Florida man 
in his 90s is too frail to interview, 
but she is still following a lead on 
, a man now living in Alaska. 

In 1942, President Roosevelt 
signed on executive order esta^ 
lishing 10 relocation centers 
throughout the country to house 
120,000 people — first-genera- 
tion immigrants called Is^ and 
their second-generation 
Amcrican-bom children, or Nisei 


The Kooskia camp and Fort 
Missoula in Montana were man- 
aged by the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service. Boise 
State University history profes- 
sor Robert Sims sold that indi- 
cates the government viewed 
them os a relatively hl{di security 
risk. 

The War Rdocation Authority 
oversaw the others, including 
southern Idaho's Minidoka 
Internment Camp where thou- 
sands of people were ware- 
housed. 

The Kooskia camp had five 
barracks buildings and a kitchen. 
There were 27 Caucasian 
employees, mostly guards like 
Boiler. Some internees worked 
on the highway for $3.10 a day, 
or in the comp Idichcn for $1. 

“It's in a very isolated area. 
Apparently, the men could Hsh 
on the Lodim River, and if they 
had a guard to accompany them, 
they could go to Kooskia or 
Levtiston to shop.” 

But, she said, “they were pris- 
oners even if the guards had no 
gun& If you were a Japanese per- 
son in a small Idaho toM-n at -that 
time, it was a dangerous place to . 
be.” 

The internees realized they 
were safer in camp thim among 
Americans living through the 
hardships of war in the Pacific, 
Boiler recalled, and security was 
lax because of it 
“They could have gone on 
down the road if they wanted," 
said Boiler, now 83 and still liv- 
ing in Kooskia. “But they read 
the paper and knew they didn't 
want to leave.” 

Most of the internees nation- 
wide lost everything in the war 
and had little choice about work. 
Some left the camps if an 
employer on the outside guaran- 
teed them a job. 

“Caucasian men were being 
drafted and women were taking 
factory jobs,” Wegars said. 
“Who's left to harvest sugar 
beets?” 

Some of the other internment 
camps had their own newspa- 
pers, such as (he Minidoka 
Irrigator. They provided Wegars 
with much of her Information, 
including the names of the young 
men signing up for the Japanese- 
American 442nd Regiment, the 
most highly decorated combat 
unit in World War IL

Imagine (he NHL playing the 
second period of the Stanley Cup 
finals with no goalies. Or the 
Super Bowi with a no-bliiz rule 
for the middle two periods. Or - 
the NBA outlawing dunks for 
some of its Finals. 

Ridiculous, huh? But not much 
more far-fetched chan baseball’s 
solution to the designated hit- 
ter dilemma at the World Scries 
— playing with the extra bat in 
American League dries and with- 
out it in NL venues. 

It is an attempt at a middle 
ground as baseball continues to 
walk a tightrope it created nearly 
25 years ago, when the two 
leagues began playing with dif- 
ferent rules. 

World Scries managers Mike 
Hargrove and Jim Lcyland 
moved seamlessly from DH to 
I DH-lcss strategics. Twice, 

I Cleveland burned just like an NL 
! team to build rallies in the games 
at Florida. When the Series 
moved to Qevclond, the Marlins 
added Jim Elscnrcich's bat as a 
DH and he promptly hit a first- 
pitch home run. 

"It’s the rules," Lcyland said. 
"We just do the same thing the 
other team docs. The extra bat 
doesn't matter." 

It docs to Hargrove. After uif. 
lizing the bunting game to pcrfec. 
don, he look a defiant American 
League stance, saying, "I would 
rather sec a designated hitter 
come up and get a home run.” 

Old habits arc tough to change. 
*0115 foolishness has been going 
on since 1976, when the final- 
ly got around to acknowledging 
the DH, agreeing to let AL teams 
use their rcgular-.scason pmmick 
in alternating World Scries years. 
That changed a decade later, 
when the current rule was put in 
place. 

The impact was immediate. 
Elliott Maddox, Carlos May and 
Lou Piniclla shared the DH role 
for the New York Yankees in the 
1976 Series against Cincinnati 
and went a collective l-for-16. 
Dan Dricssen was the Reds’ DH 
and went 5-for-14, including a 
home run and a double. 

It was the beginning of a trend. 
Going into this year's Scries, NL 
teams have benefited more than 
AL teams from the DH rule. NL 
DHs had batted .270, compared 
to.238forALDHs.

The problem with two sets of 
rules is that it gives a permanent 
Series edge to NL teams. AL 
clubs are constructed with the 
DH in mind because that's how 
those teams' seasons have been 
played. To take (hat player away 
forhalf of the Scries is a basic 
di.sadvaniagc for AL dubs. 

Then there is the pitching fac- 
tor. 

The DH i.s a frontal attack on 
basic baseball strategy. It frees 
managers from the responsibility 
for making pinch-hitter dedsions. 
It changes the game, causing 
pfcchcrs to stay in longer than 
they should. The late Billy Martin 
once burned out an entire 
Oakland pitching staff by piling 
up innings on them. 

Lcyland, an NL manager 
througltout his big league career, 
said that argument is overrated. 

“Everynne in the world dis- 
agrees with me, including some 
managers," he said. “But I think 
managing in the American 
League is much more difficult for 
that very reason. In the National 
League, my situation is dictated 
for me. If I’m behind in the game, 
I’ve got to pinch hit. I’ve got to 
take my pitcher out. In the 
American League, you have to 
zero in. You have to know exactly 
when to take them out of there. 
In the National League, that's 
done for you.” 

All of ^s may soon be history. 
After nearly a quarter century of 
tinkering with the delicate bal- 
ance of baseball, the DH experi- 
ment could be nearing its end. 
Good riddance. 

The owners have proposed 
scrapping the rule in exchange 
for 26-man rosters. If the union 
goes along - hardly a sure thing - 
the DH will be gone. 

When teams decide to get rid 
of unwanted players, they are 
desi^ated for assignment. Now 
it’s time to designate the DH. 
Assign it to baseball's scrap heap 
- a bad idea whose time is over.

which why you do something is

“I guess this grew from my

Just recall, he said, the cold 
winters of the mid-’70s when 
sewage systems throughout the 
Flathead froze, leaving people 
without a place to flush. Or the 
massive power outages in south- 
ern California last summer, when 
air conditioners created a load 
big enough to plunge entire cities 
into darkne.ss. 

"When you’re talking about 
sustainable living," Nelson 
said, “you have to consider 
what you're hooked into down 
the line. I think more people 
will be on individual systems in 
coming years. It’s more popular 
all the time with retired baby 
boomers moving to rural 
America.’’

Now, when Grove looks over 
his shoulder, the Federal Trade 
Commission is looking back. 
With both Intel and Microsoft 
now objects of federal scrutiny, 
Grove seems to have achieved a 
dubious parity of sorts with 
Gates. But in person, Grove is 
quite different. 

In an hour-long interview at 
the Manhattan hotel’s restau- 
rant. Grove had little patience ' 
for the prophesies favored by 
Cates. Gates tends to rock excit- 
edly in his scat while talking of 
how the global Internet will 
transform society into a true 
democracy empowering people 
of all walks. 

But Grove seems calm even as 
he describes the Inicmct as “the 
mother of all strategic inflection 
points" — his term for what hap- 
pens when a huge change caused 
by outside forces sweeps over a 
company. 

“I have a very hard time with 
the Epcoi vision of ihc future,” 
says Grove, who retains a faint 
accent from Hungary despite 
emigrating more than four 
decides ago. 

Grove instead dwells on how 
he uses the World Wide Web 
today. He’s customized pages 
■on Yahoo and Exciie, two popu- 
lar search engines, to automati- 
cally deliver high-tech news 
related to Intel. He is an avid 
reader of CNET, a high-tech 
online news service that Intel 
has a small stake in — typical 
of small businesses Intel tries , 
to foster to drive demand for its I 
chips. I

Vietnam War Iiero to be honored after tests show identity

More than 27 yetirs after his jet 
went down in a South 
Vietnamese jungle, DNA tests of 
the fragment found at the crash 
site have confirmed the Texas- 
based pi|r)t was a casualty of war. 

No longer among the more 
than 2,100 Americans unaccount- 
ed for in Southeast Asia, he was 
honored Friday with a band and 
color guard at Arlington National 
Cemetery. A coffin bore the 
remains, a four-inch piece of his 
riglit frjrearm. 

• “He was a hero and he 
deserves it,** said Debbie 
McIntosh, Major Huggins’ oldest 
daughter, who will gather with 
family and friends for a ceremo- 
ny ending her decade-long mis- 
sion to bring her father home. 

“For me. not l>eing able to bury 
him was something that was not 
quite finished. It needs to Ik' fin- 
islied," said the Collin County 
resident. “Maybe this will help 
the loss heal. I hope so.“ 

.McIntosh was 1.1 years old 
when her father sjiid goudhye to 
his wife and four children at 
Dallas l.ove Field and flew off to 
his first combat. Three months 
later, she was old enmigli to fear 
the hig l)lack car outside her 
home in Anna, Texas, north of 
Dallas, and to understand a chap- 
lain's tragic words. 

Military reprjrts say an RF-4C 
Fhaniom currying .Major Huggins 
and his navigator, Maj. Alvin 
Mather, crashed June -I, 1970, 
while on a.niglit photo-reconnais- 
sance (i^ission near the 
Cambodiairhorder. A rescue 
team’s limited search of the jet’s 
wreckage the next day recovered 
a hand, which was used to identi- 
fy Major Mather. Three days 
later, Major Huggias, age 3!i, was 
declared “killed in action, lK>dy 
not rc<overvd.'' 

That’s what the chaplain told 
the pilot's wife. Shirley, in 1970. 
But a document found in his mill- 
tiiry file in 19H!> indicated the 
family had been misled, his 
daugliter said. 

An Air Force monuary officer

Established that year to direct 
the government's search for 
American MlA's, the task force 
seeks identifiable remains and 
investigates reported siglitings of 
individuals in Vietnam, 1-tios and 
Oimlxxlia. 

Military analysts, linguists and 
negotiators; civilian archaeolo- 
gists and anriiropologists; and 
native laborers search for and 
excavate sites believed to contain 
the remain.s of Americans. The 
Army's Central Identification 
Laboratory in Hawaii analyzes 
the evidence, as it does items 
from World War II with 7H.000 
Americans unaccounted for, and 
the Korean War with 8.KK). 

With a S20 million budget and 
staff of 175 people, the group’s 
task is to provide the “fullest pos- 
sible accounting” of the missing 
More than 2,500 investigations 
have led to identification of 
remains of 15H people. Tlie p<»vsi- 
hie remains of another 407 are 
being analyzed, and scheduled 
excavations could bring in 200 
more, said Col. Barbara Clayp<MiI, 
the task force spokeswoman. 

'I1ie work will continue “until 
(be American people believe 
we've done everything we can 
do,” she said. 

Almost half of the 2,109 miss- 
ing Americaas in ^lutheasl <Vsia 
were reported killed in action, 
but their bodies have not been 
recovered and many probably 
never will he, said Colonel 
Claypotjl and Ann Mills Criffitits, 
executive director of the POW 
league. The rest arc presumed 
dead. And of those, the ta.sk force 
is working hardest on the fate of 
131 people who were alive at the 
time of their last contact with 
U.S. forces. 

Griffiths, league director fur 
the past 20 years, praises the task 
force’s work but believes the 
Vietnamese government is block- 


ing the effort by withholding 
records and remains. 

“It's clear from the evidence 
that they arc not being fully 
forthcoming." she said.

“It's true. The war is over and 
we need to move on, but there’s 
still a lot of families with ques- 
tion-t," she said.

Couple gives lots of love 
to its 120 foster childrfeh 


CARSON CITY (AP) — For one 
reason or another, some children 
are abandoned, given up for adop- 
tion. or live with a parent inca- 
pable of raising them. Inevitably, 
many end up in foster homes — 
and in nonhem Nevada it could 
easily be the home of Don and 
Beverly Meeks. 

The Meeks have been foster 
parents for about 120 children 
over the past nine years. That 
includes seven years as “regular" 
foster parents and the past 18 
months with Volunteers of 
America, providing therapeutic 
foster care for riiildren with med- 
ical. emotional or other special 
nev^ 

The Meeks' foster parenting 
began after Beverly saw a com- 
mercial on television. She voiced 
her interest to her husband, who 
replied, “Are you crazy? We don’t 
want to do this!” 

She called Volunteers of 
America, wdiich contracts with the 
state to provide such services, and 
made an appointment to sec one 
of the organization’s sodaJ work- 


ers anyway. 

“Now, I just love it.” says Don 
But he adds “You dcHnltcIy have 
to have a love for children — and 
a whole lot of padcncc.” 

Many children have behavioral 
problems. They’re quick to throw 
a temper tantrum, disagree or 
argue. According to Volunteers of 
America sodal worker Cassandra 
Utde, 93 percent of the children 
in the program get therapy on a 
biweekly or monthly basis. 

“But that is where the love and 
patience plays a big part,” says 
Beverly. “I was the oldest of 10 
children, Don and 1 have eight 
cliildrcn terween us, 28 grand^- 
dren and two great-grandchildren. 
And you become attached to the 
children that come in your home 
because you're with them all the 
time.” 

“Here I am 62 years old and still 
playing with kid^” adds Don, the 
oldest of the program's foster par- 
ents in this area. “You gotta mvc 
them all the love you can while 

K u have them, but you do have to 
tm to let them go.” 


■The foster parents try to moke 
their home as normal as possible 
for the children, who attend local 
schools and are encouraged to 
participate in extracurricular 
activities. 

Sometimes the children will go 
back to live with one of their par- 
ents. If not, they're put up for 
adoption. There arc currently 38 
children and 20 foster homes in 
the progrtun in the Reno-Sparks- 
Carson City area — and a big 
need for more foster parents. 

Foster parents attend classes 
once a month to learn, among 
other things, how to modify 
behavior of the children when 
that's necessary. The also 
offer them a chance to give their 
own input on the program. 

“You can’t have these children 
at home and not teach them soc^ 
skills,” says Don. “You have to 
take them out for diniicr and try 
to teach them the skills to behave 
in public." 

“But the love comes first — a 
whole lot of love and a wlule lot 
of patience,” says Beveriy.

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Enraged neighbors fight plan to incinerate explosives 


NEW RIVER, Am. (AP) — R 
seemed simple enough. Federal, 
officials got a court order and set 
out to .incinerate a cache of 
volatile explosives in this sparse- 
ly-populated community, saying 
it was the only way to make it 
safe. 

Residents near the site would 
have to evacuate for 24 hours and 
the matter would be dedt with, 
they said. 

Instead of cooperation, howev- 
er, authorities have run into a 
buzz saw of protest from resi- 
dents who simply don't trust the 
government and resent being 
told what to do. 

“Most folks know we've moved 
out here because we wanted to 
get out. Wc don’t like being told 
what to do, especially when they 
' don’t know what’s going to Itap- 
pen,” said John Deegon, who has 
lived about three miles from the 
explosives site for iHc last 24 
years. 

Investigators from the federal 
Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco and 
Firearms investigators began sift- 
ing through bunkers and sheds 
full of explosives and che micals 
on property once owned by 
Charles Byers, a former muni- 
tions manufacturer, on Sept. 17. 
They say he was illegally storing 
the material, but no arrests have 
been made. 

Several explosions have been 
set off and other substances 
removed, but ATF spokesman 
John D’Angelo said the remain- 
ing chemicals are too volatile to 
be carted off the property, which 
is located on the backside of a

We’ve had everything from toxic 
waste to beer go into the river. 

“And plutonium doesn't dean 
up; if it spills, it'll be around for 
thousands of years.” 

It won’t spill, says the 
Department of Energy, which 
.hopes next spring to ship its first 
ra^oactive load — spent fuel ro^ 
from overseas nuclear reactors, . 
scaled inside spcdally made casks 
of cement, stainless steel and lead. 
DOE spokesman John Bciluardo 
says that while “the uninformed 
public may feel they're at great 
risk,” the United States figures it's 
safer to move the fuel back to 
Idaho than to leave it in foreign 
lands where terrorists might get 
their hands on it.

out battlefield exercises during a 40- 
mile hike. In July, the Navy added a 
final exercise in wrhich recruits spend a 
sleepless night crossing obstacle cours- 
es and handling' simulated shipboat;d 
crises to test their teamwork and 
resourcefulness. 

For their pan. many recruits say they 
find the nesv boot camp plenty stress- 
ful. 

But in recent interviews at Great 
Liikes and Fort Knox, a majohty said 
they- found the most stressful pan to be 
the mental work and the separation' 
from family and friends. The physical 
demands were easier than many 
recruits expected. 

"When you think boot camp, you 
think blood, sweat and tears," said 
Navy- recruit Eric Mayne, 16, of 
Arlington, Texas. "But this was laid 
back." 

changed, military' leaders say, to avoid 
injuries, and because the military’s phys- 
iologists believe that too much workout 
in the relatively brief span of a boot 
camp will punish their bodies without 
really- making them stronger. 

Officers point out, too, that boot camp 
is Anly the first stop in the troops’ train- 
ing, and is followed by more advanced 
instruction in physical and technical 
skills. 

But critics — including some senior 
officers, old-school noncommissioned 
officers and even some of the recruits 
themselves — wonder if "boot camp litc" 
is preparing the iroops for the ugly, old- 
style combat that still may spoil the 
nation's end-of-cemury idy-U. 

Some critics believe.a major reason 


• keep more women — an assertion the 
brass denies. And some traditionalists 
see the revisions as part of a broader 
and dangerous drift toward a more 
comfy, “dvilianized" militaiy culture at 
a moment when the armed forces don’t 
face the imminent threat of war, but are 
under pressure to attraa and keep vol- 
unteers. 

“The training ought lo be tough, so if 
we send kids to Bosnia they can take any- 
thing," says Staff Sgt. Daniel Jackson, a 
drill instructor at Fort Knox, Ky., home 
of the Army’s armored forces. "I’m not 
sure all the kids I send to graduation 
should be crossing that stage." 

The issue has stirred enough debate 
that a congressional pane! is looking into 
it. Even the Army’s house organ, SoIdJcrs 
magazine, recently asked: “Has basic 
training gone soft?" 

Not long ago, the recruit asking why he 
had been ordered to perform some task 
would be told, fortissimo: “Because I said 
so!" Now instructors arc to explain the 
rationale behind each order, so recruits 
Icom to think and understand and carry 
on willingly. 

"They've always got a question," sighs 
Chief Petty Officer 1st Class Carry 
McClure. “Whatever it is, they want to 
discuss it and discuss it some more." 

Not surprisingly, some drill instructors 
arc chafing. 

"The Dls feel almost handcuffed, like 
they can’t do anything," says Command 
( Sgt. Maj. William H. Brooks Jr., who 
oversees dozens of drill instructors at 
Fort Knox. 

Great Lakes' boot camp commander, 
Capi. Cory D. ^Vhicehcad, sent 31 instruc- 
tors packing last year because she didn't 
think they were properly adjusting to the 
new- order. Now officers at the boot camp 
roam the base watching for Dls' infrac- 
tions, To cunail possible mistreatment or .. 


the military today — drill instructors 
work in glass-windowed offices so their 
behavior can be observed. 

The DI of the ‘90s serves as coun- 
selor as much as disciplinarian — talk- 
ing to recruits about military issues, 
careers and matters of the hean. Nav-y 
boot camp instructors say they spend 
hours each day dispensing advice to 
the curious, confused, homesick and 
lovelorn. 

That’s only one way boot camp tries to 
cut the strains on the recruits. 

Army training units develop special 
“stress reduction" programs. The Navy 
does the same, and tries to contain anxi- 
eties from the moment the recruits 
arrive. 

Not long ago, Navy trainees who 
arrived at Chicago's O’Hare 
International Airport cn route to boot 
camp often hung around much of the 
night waiting for a bus to the training 
center. 

Once taken to the base, they would 
siccpiessly fill out paperwork and gather 
Navy clothes and gear. 

Now recruits are met within 45 min- 
utes, packed off on a comfortable bus 
and shmvTi a video to motivaie and reas- 
sure them. 

The Navy used to frighten recruits on 
arrival day with bold-lettered signs 
threatening that they could be jailed for 
up to five ycars,'and fined up to 510,000, 
if they didnjt disclose past behavior that 
might disqualify them for service. The 
signs are gone. 

Now, the Navy and the Air Force give 
recruits a sped^ “Recruit Bill of Rights" 
card assuring them of the organization’s 
concern for their well-being, and telling 
them who to complain to if they feel 
they've been a target of sexual harass- 
ment, discrimination or other mistreat- 
ment . _

Late, great 
Halloween 

Fear of crime, conservative 
backlash have sapped fun 
from fright night

TWIN FALLS — It’s not your father’s 
Halloween anymore. 

If you doubt that, visit the parking lot 
of St. Edward’s Catholic School next 
Friday night. Dozens of kids — tricked 
up as everything from devils to cherubs 
— will be making the rounds of a suc- 
cession of car trunks, cadging candy. 

“It’s called trunk-or-treat,” explained 
St. Ed’s principal Margaret Peck. 
“Parents and other people from the 
parish decorate their car trunks, or 
bring pickups or Hai-bed trucks, and the 
kids go around and get candy from each 
one." 

It may not offer the same thrill as 
ringing doorbells, hut it’s safe. 

“Parents don’t have to worry about 
their children, when they do something 
like this," Peck said. “It’s very popular." 

Welcome to post-modern America, 
where the one holiday dedicated to kids 
and unfettered cussedness has become 
an exercise in risk-managemem. 

“I can remember how much we used 
to enjoy going trick-oMreating when I 
was growing up,” said Brenda 
Thompson, a secretary for a Twin Falls 
accounting firm who has organized kids’ 
haunted houses for both the local 
Jaycecs and the Optimists. ”It’s too bad 
things arc different now.” 

A seemingly endless stream of horror 
stories about Halloween night violence 
against children has combined with con- 
• • ccrtioycr.thc.Frcddy-Krucgcruatian of 
the holiday to produce a generation tlut 
routinely checks popcorn balls for hid- 
den razor blades. 

“Wc live in a society where hospitals 
offer to X-ray Halloween candy for par- 
ents," Thompson said. 

“My 14-year-oId daughter was talking 
the other niglit about how she was con- 
- ' cemed about all the gore that’s become 
a part of Halloween," said Karlan 
Toolson, who directs the Boys and Girls 
Club of Magic Valley. “What happened 
to the fun?” 

It's still there, but it’s measured. 

“This place is^a'cked on Halloween,” 
said the Rev. Vernon McNcar, who runs - 
a Halloween night harvest festival at 
the Twin Falls Reformed Church. “And 
I think a lot of kids and families come 
because they feel safe here." 

McNcar still permits his own diildrcn 
to trick-or-treat, but only in neighbor- 
hoods he knows. 

“We don’t have a higher crime rate on 
Halloween night, but we’re definitely 
busier,” said Cpl. Steve Benkula of the 
Twin Falls Police Department's 
Community Service Unit. “We do get 
calls for things like domestic distur- 
bances, but most of our calls arc related 
to juveniles.” 

But Twin Falls is still a place where 
Halloween niglit mischief far outwci^is 
crime, Benkula said. 

“Throwing eggs and stealing candy,” 
he said. “That sort of thing.” 

“1 tliink a lot of what motivates par- 
ents — and to some extent, kids loo — is 
that you just never know anymore,” 
Toolson said. “There’s a feeling that 
Halloween has changed.” i 

“Last year at this time we were rent- 1 
ing vampire costumes,” said Cheryl i 
Mason, who operates Party Time in i 
downtown Twin Falls. “This year, every- j 
body wants to dress up os MS^s.” 1 
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“harvest festivals," like the one at the 
Twin Falls Refonned Church. 

“Wc ask that children not wear scary 
or cvil-typc costumes,” McNcar said. 
“But it’s because we dunk they’re out of 
place at church." 

Si. Ed's has no such restrictions. 

“Wc don’t limit the themes of cos- 
tumes, and wc haven’t had a problem 
vfith that," Pcck said. “Scary and evil 


The backlash against Halloween, 
though, runs deeper than fashion 
trends. 

Christian conservatives and some 
mainline Protestants -arc lined up solid- 
ly against the perceived satanic over- 
tones of All-Hallows Eve. In south<cn- 
tnil Idaho, at least three dozen congre- 
gations have alternative celebrations 
plonned;for Oct. 31, most of them-o^cd 


characters are part of Halloween, not 
only the way it’s celebrated now but in 
its origin.tl form as the eve of All-Saims 
Day.” 

In Celtic folklore, the night lx.-forc All- 
Saint’s Day —a Catholic holiday cdclirat- 
cd on Nov. 1 — was the time when ghosts 
and w-iiciics roamed the world. But come 
sunrise, good alivays triumphed. 

“Because All. Saints Day is on a 
Saturday this year, we’ll have a 
Halloween celebration and wc’Il com- 
memorate All-Saints Day both on Oct. 
31,” Peck said. “They’ll get a little bit of 
both." 

For parents inured to more secular 
traditions, Toolson has some advice 
about kids and Halloween. 

<'“Kc’ep them safe," she said. “But 
don’t forget that it’s supposed to be 
fun."

Adults wore called 
away to answer the phone, attend 
to another child or get additional 
clothing and often were gone for 
as little as four minutes. 

Reporting in ihi.s month’s 
Pediatrics, the health officials 
warn parents that the bath seats 
and rings “are not safety items 
and arc nut a sulistitute fur adult 
supervision. Infants and toddlers 
.should never lie left in the bath-

Chronicle Books of San Fronds-

blank journals, nicely bound 
books waiting to be fiUed with 
details of its owner’s life. At S995 
to S1L95, the journals sell so well 
Chronit^ recently launched a line 
of specialty journals: pregnancy, 
redpes, road trips. Those sell for 
up to S189S. One of Chronide’^ 
most popular items is its “Dream 
Catdicr" journal to record night- 
time mcanderings. More than 


100,000 copies have been sold 
since it was introduced in 1994. 

Diana Timmons, assistant moit- 
ager at Borders Books Se Muse in 
Overland Park, Koil, said blank 
journals arc “one of our conriaent 
best sellers," cspcdoliy in the lost 
few years. So many customers ask 
for the journals they were just^ • 
moved to a more prominent dis- 
pby at the front of the siorc. 

People like to have “a record of 
their ejqwricnces," Timmons said, 
and a journal is a personal way to 
do that 

For Lew-is, her journals have 
meant even more. “1 started it out 
- of a need to express mj-s«df," she 
said. “I found myself in a pcrsoit- 
ally frustrating situation, and 
there didn't seem to be anj-thing

Lewis also researched a paper 
on journaling for a graduate 
course on counseling and ps>rhal- 
ogy she took 20 years ago.

things that I’m documenting. It 
really is focusing on my story and 
my pesspeahre. It’s important for 
him to know."

And today’s generation? Not 
Puccini. Not the musical “Hair."

There they arc, a stage full of 
lusty, gut^, brassy, sassy young 
people singing or screaming 
their joy and pain. Unlike the 
elegantly costumed chorus lines 
of the traditional Broadway 
musical, they're a ragtag bunch 
in T-shirts, wom-tom jeans, and 
misplaced touches of glitter. 

The rock music pounds, the 
struggles grow more dire. But as 
the players come to know one 
another, we come to know them.

I cry for my daughter and her 
little group, so angiy, so bold, so 
anxious to end a cruel war, so 
young they still loved Hallo- 
ween. 

I cry because I was like the 
proper mother on stage phoning 
her gypsy child living in what 
looked like a bombed-out cellar; 
asking if the child is well, realiz- 
ing he is not. 

I cry because learning to love 
what wc know is not enough. 
“Rent" says we must also learn 
to love what wc don’t know and 
may not understand, that wc 
must love ALL our children.

Q. I’m yeuts old und my hus- 
band recently passed away. Am I 
eligible for any Social Security 
benefits? 

A. If your husband died fully 
insured for Social Security bene- 
fits, you’re eligible for a reduced 
widovf*$ benefit at age 60. If you 
wail until you are 65, you will be 
dibble for a full benefit. You 
should also know that ^ou can 
switch to your own retiremem 
benefit (assuming you’re eligible 
and your retirement rate is high- 
er than your widow’s rate) as 
early as age 62. In many cases, a 
wldowfcr) can begin receiving 


one benefit at a rcduccd ratc 
and then switch to die oilier ben- 
efirat-an unroducedTate at age 
65. The rules arc complicated 
and vary depending on your situ- 
ation, so you' should talk to a 
Social Security representative 
about the options available to 
you.

Grandparents keep courts 
busy suing for visitation rights 


AUGUSTA. .Maine (AP) — 
Lw-Ann Bragdon knew- her fre- 
quent shouting matches with her 
mother were not hallmarks of a 
healthy relationship, but she 
never dreamed her mother 
would sue her In get visitation 
rights with her granddaughter. 

But that’s exactly what hap- 
pened almost three years ago 
when Bragdon broke off contact 
between her mother, .Nancy 
Berg, and then 2-yx-ar-oId Bianca 
after a physical and vcriul con- 
froniaiion between the two 
women on Hallmwn 1994. 

"As a parent, shouldn't I be 
able to determine what’s safe for 
my child?" says Bragdon. who. 
along with her husband. Bianca’s 
stepfather, daims Bi.3nca is ter- 
rified of her grandmother. 

The law is not on her mother's 
side, hoiwver. 

Grandparents historically 
have lacked spedal legal stand- 
ing to seek risiiaiinn rights, but 
in the lost 30 years all ^ states 
have passed some t\'pc of grand- 
parent \isiiation aa. 

Maine's law reflects a recent 
trend. Laws used to apply to sin- 
gle-porimt families or situaiions 
where a dix'orcc or death of a 
parent might keep a grandpar- 
ent or grandchild apart. But now 
more than a dozen states, indud- 
ing Maine, allow grandparents 
to sue for visitation even in 
cases when the child Ii\-cs in a 
healthy, two-parent home and 
there is no cs'idcnce of abuse or

Ethel Dunn of Grandparents 
United for Children’s Rights, in 
Madison, Wis., says it’s only nat- 
ural for a grandparent to want to 
see his or her grandchild. She

grandchildren. 

She says the more extreme 
cases make the ncivs.but, in her 
experience, lawsuits arc often a 
last-ditch effort by desperate 
grandparents who have been cut 
off bcimusc of unrelated family 
squabbles. 

“I would say that 90 percent of 
the calls wc get connote real 
pain ... 'ihcy^Yfant to continue a 
banding that' has been estab- 
lished, tii<^ want to protect ihdr 
relationship," she says. 

Critics of grandparents visita- 
tion acts, however, say they 
allow grandparents.to manipu- 
late and control children who 
make parental decisions they 
don’t like. 

“The grandparents who are 
using this law arc not the cooldc- 
baklng type," says professor 
Joan Bohl of Southwestern 
University Law School, who 
believes judicial resources 
would be better spent helping 
abused of neglected cf^dren.

Want to sue the dog next door.^ 
Meet your animal law specialist 


PORTLAND, Ore. (AP) — 
When Hoover, a 2 1/2-ycar-old 
Chow-Labrador mix, was charged 
tvith the murder of a neighbor’s 
cat, he needed a good lawyer. 

Hoover’s attorney put on a spir- 
ited defense, but the dog still was 
found guilty. He must remain in a 
_securc,.encloscd area and be 
muzzled and on a leash when out 
of his yard. 

With the Hoover case in the 
books, the lawyer, Claudia 
Cullison, moves on to her next 
client. She is one of a handful of 
attorneys on the forefront of an 
emerging legal specialty — ani- 
mal law. 

Many practice animal law only 
on the side. Clients frequently 
cannot afford to pay so lawyers 
work on cases for free and earn a 
living off other worit 

Even though veteran animal 
lawyers say it will not profitable 
anytime soon, more lawyers arc 
entering the field. Law schools, 
recognizing the trend, arc even 
offering courses on the subject 
! The Animal Legal Defense 
Fund in Petaluma, Calif., has 
50,000 members and a national 
network of 650 lawyers who take 
animal coses pro bono. Since its 
founding in 1979, the fund has 
seen steady growth, executive 
direaor Joyce Tischlcr said. 

' “It starts with a feeling about 
animals,” she said. “Once they 
know there’s someplace to go, 
and there arc others like them, it 
builds from there.” 

The network can be important 
' since depending on the viobdon

animal can be death. 

Animal defenders argue that 
laws punish dogs for their own- 
ers' irresponsible behavior. They 
dte an Oregon law that any dog 
that has chased, injured or kilied 
livestock must Iw destroyed. 

“The dogs tve classify arc dogs 
we think cause some serious pub- 
lic safety threat,” said John 
Rowton of Multnomah County 
Animal Control “There are a lot 
of bites in which we don’t take 
anyacrioa" 

Hiat law came under fire earli- 
er' this year after two Des^utes 
County dogs, Jessie and Chase, 
became poster dogs for animd 
lovers when they were sentenced 
to die for chasing a neighbor’s 
sheep. 

The dogs eventually were freed 
when the sliccp’s owner dropped 
his complamL Terms of the deal 
were not disclosed, but Jessie’s 
owner, Lynn Stone, installed a 
metal kennel m her fenced back 
yard to hold Jessie, and Chase 
was sent to live with Stone's aunt 
in Yclm, Wash. 


Scott Bcckstcad, 31, an attor- 
ney who handles five or six ani- 
mal cases a year, taught an ani- 
mal law course last year at the 
University of Oregon School of 
Law. He said today’s students arc 
very interested in animal coses. 

“There are more and more 
— schools-offering courses in it^and 
the next step will probably be an 
actiutl casebook,” he said. 

Animal lawyers arc used to 
criticism that they could be doing 
more for society by helping 
humans. 

“People said to me, ’Why don't 
you do somethmg for children? 

Why don't you do something for 
abused women?"’ Cullison said. 
“My feeling is that animus arc 
the one ultimate minority. We use 
them, we abuse them, and they 
don’t have voices to protest." 


Wliat’s the pomt of arguing? 
Well, as it turns out, there is a 
point, and it’s the act of arguing 
itself. 

A University of Akron profes- 
sor is publishing a study that con- 
cludes that parents should 
encourage their kids to argue — 
and teach them how to do it cor- 
rectly. 

“Arguing is a desirable, con- 
structive trait,” said Professor An 
drew Rancer, who argues that 
giving children the skills to 
debate tlic merits of on issue can 
reduce violence in school 
Research involving 239 adoles- 
cents shows that people who ' 
argue well arc creative thinkers 
and skillful at solving problems. 
Arguing is exercise for the brain, 
and keeps children focused on' 
thinking carefully, he sold. 

Rancer said that arguing 
shouldn't be confused with ver- 
bal aggression, which is destruc- 
tive and attacks the person on 
the other side of the issue. True 
arguers attack positions or ideas. 

Children who don't argue regu- 
larly don’t know how to confront 
a person with whom they dis- 
agree. Frustrated, the child will 
attack the individual, not know- 
ing how to attack ilic issue. And 
verbal at tacks often escalate into 
physical attacks, Rancer said. 

Reducing violence in schools is 
a hot topic these days. In the lost 
five years, Akron-arca districts 
have initiated numerous pro- 
grams, from creating peer media- 
tion training to teach children 
how to resolve, conflicts to hold- 
ing peace assemblies to celebrat- 
ing entire weeks around the 
theme of nonviolence. 

Teaching children how to 
argue is another piece of the puz- 
zle that could help make schools 
safer, while giving youths a sldll 
that will benefit them their entire 
life, Rancer said.

Rancer’s former teacher, 
retired KSU Professor Dominic 
Infante, pioneered the study of 
argument, but he looked at how 
it benefits adults. 

Both profes.wrs conclude that a 
skillful arguer of any age is seen 


by his or her peers as intelligent 
and more credible. 

The idea for the study came 
when IVliitcfa]}, a teacher at Fon 
Couch, introduced herself to 
Rancer at a convention after 
hearing him speak about the Iwn- 
efiisof argument. 

Just before the convention, a 
verbal fight broke out in White 
cap's classnxim afier one student 
remarked on another student’s 
hair. 

A girl had come to .scIkhtI with 
her hair painted green for 
Halloween, ami a lx>y in the class 
remarked that he didn't think 
schtml was the appropriate place 
for that. Wliitucap said. 

''She didn't know how to 
respond to that, so .she yelled at 
him," Whitccap .said, and he 
yelled hack and soon, the other 
kids in the class had taken sides. * 
“Hie stiident.s didn’t have the 
skill to handle the disagree- 
ment,” she sat'd. 

z\fter the convention, Whiiecap 
and her superiors volunteered to 
have Rancer experiment at their 
school. After the training pro- 
gram was completed. Whitecap 
said, she s.iw a significant clinngc 
in the way students handled 
themselves during disagree- 
ments.

In the real world, when a per- 
son misbehaves, the conse- 
quence is rarely experienced 
immediately. Parents need to 
portray the workings of the real 
world, as early in their children's 
lives as those workings can be 
revealed. Therefore, parents 
need not — should not, even — 
deliver consequences immedi- 
ately (except with very young 
children). 

To the business of "naturar 
and “logical” coasequcnccs: Tlie 
concept is, 1 agree, confusing. 
I'unhennore, the real world does 
not operate according to this 
rule. \Vhat. pray tell, is “logical" 


about going to jail for five years 
for embezzling thousands of dol- 
lars from one’s employer? 
Nothing! What’s “logical" about 
not being allowed to go to a 
friend's house because you didn't 
pick up your toys? Nothing! 
Nonetheless, going to jail will 
serve as a powerful deterrent 
against further embezzling, and 
not being able to play with a 
friend will serve as o powerful 
deterrent against future disobe- 
dience. 

In short, when it comes to con- 
sequences, parents should simply 
do what works, whether what 
works is “logical" or not. Isn’t 
that simple?

Burlesun Elementury Sch(X)l. liituui- 
ed in ihe pix)rcst diMrict of San Antanio. 
stands in what liie parking Ini declares 
"u drug and gun free zone." Many of 
Burleson's 400 studenLs eat bnakfust and 
lunch herc'>-li3‘^ eut for free under (he 
National Schcxtl Lunch Program. Often, 
it's all the fotxl they'll eat that day. 

My lesson plans called for an hour of 
division, math patterns and finding (he 
areas and perimeters of txld shapes. 1 
hud trouble keeping my students' at- 
tention. Many couldn't find a pencil or 
paper. Others couldn't concentrate. A 
few struggled to stay awake. 

The children's energy level jumped 
when I suggested that they write on how 
to make a peanut butter sandwich. Their 
regular teacher had left a bag of peanuts os 
a teaching aid. but most students treat- 
ed it as a snack or weaponry instead. 

“It's hard forour children to concen- 
trate on math and science when they're 
worried about their parents and their own 
lives.” said Elisco Rixlrigucz. the former 
assistant principal. ‘'Students pretend 
not to care about anything — thinking rxv 
body cures about them. It's hard to give out 
homework when you're giving out hugs.” 
Pullman, Wash. 

Situated in the bucolic enclave of 
Pullman, Sunnyside Elementary has a 
massive gym and a well-equipped com- 
puter rtwm. Only 37% of its predomi- 


nunily white student population is eli- 
gible for free or reduced-cost ]unche.s. 
(Nationally. 57% of all public-school 
students qualify.) 

1 was surprised, in this rural communi- 
ty. in find a guard in my classroom. This 
'lastructional aide" was assigned to stay 
within 10 feel of a boy who had knifed 
one child and smashed another's head 
with u baseball bat at u previous school. 
TWn other children who repeatedly dis- 
rupted class were an added distraclion. 

The students were more toicnnt of 
these outbursts than of “boring" materi- 
al. Eyes glazed over when we read about 
the Continental Congress, but their in- 
terest perked up when I asked them to 
relate clas.s material to theirown lives. 
Our discussion about the unfairness of 
taking land from the Indians led to talk 
of life's injusiice-s. One boy told of his 
grandpa being .shot in Poland for speak- 
ing out agaiasi the government. Another 
talked about how he could irot see his fa- 
ther because his parents had .split up.

Reading is king at the Boston Rcri- 
uissunce Charter School, and of all the 
places I visited, this one worked best 
The students, most of whom arc black 
and came from low-income homes, pay 
nothing and are selecled by lottery. 
F^tnaus ore requited to be involved in didr 
child’s education, a computer is lent to 
every student, and they have a longer 
school day and year. 

Students spend IV: hours daily read- 
ing and improving their writing skills.

At Emerson Elementary, also over- 
crowded, I expected chaos but instead 
found order, created by on array of pro- 


cedures. My class of40 sal in neat rows. 
First they did the “problems of the day" 
posted on the board. TTien they quietly 
took out u book or did “lob work." During 
the science lesson, they copied vocabu- 
lary from the board into their notebooks. 

All this kept my studem.s occupied 
and focused, .so there was liidc disruption 
— except when a boy tumbled from his 
chair and cut his head. One child com- 
forted the wounded while another ran 
for the nurse. The rest remained quiet. 

The experience made me see that 
structure, discipline and expectation arc 
keys to learning. I remember a poster 
in one of the classrooms that read. “Life 
is 10% ofwhat happens to me and 90% 
of how I react to it.” Underneath it. the 
teacher hud written. "We arc in charge 
of our attitudes.” It's a valuable lesson .

All these dishes are ideally 
served fondly style, with noodles, 
rice and salads passed around.
